1'IIIBCD SESSION. 

Ratuiuiav, March 7. 

The Speaker took the chair at 11 iv. ni. 

Priyors by tho Rot. Mr. Heanlanda. 
THE METROPOLIS. 

M"r. Duck moved, seconded by Mr. 
Galbraith, whereas present nppoaruucea 
Indicuto that a large and important city 
will shortly spring up somewhere in tho 
vicinity of Coal Harbor and English Hay 
on tho mainland nf British Columbia, and 
that it is desirable a suitable and proper 
naitio for the prospective city should bo 
adopted, so an to ODBUre, as far us possible, 
waHy and complete* until cuiiiiutiuicatiun, 
and prevent any confusion that might 
possibly ariao through a similarity of 
names, 

Therefore, .bo it resolved, that tho gov 
urnmont bo requested to take thin matter 
into their earnest consideration, with a 
viow of adopting such name for such city 
us to them may sooin expedient. 
|| Hon. Mr. Sniitho could not see what 
the government could du in the matter. 
Thore rf%re two townaites already, Gran- 
ville and Hastings, and ho presumed the 
railway company would name the terminal 
city. 

Hon. Mr. llobson said it was tho same 
right that parents had in christening their 
children. He thought Vancouver an un- 
desirable and contUBing name and the 
government should use their influence to 
havu tho name changed to one less ob- 
jectionable. 

Mr. Galbraith agreed with the resolu- 
tion and thought it a step in the right 
(il rectum. As 'l>oy had given the com- 
pany go much land tbu province should 
|iavp some hand in making the name "f 
the place. It conflicted with the name 
i.f tho inland and also with Vancouver, 
YV. T., and tho postal authorities had 
always protested against any similarity of 
names. 

Mr. Grant also spoke against tho adop- 
tion of the Dame Vancouver, as it was 
found to conflict greatly in tho case of 
Vancouvor, VV, T. , mail matters for that 
place being frequently forwarded to Vic 
tori*. 

Mr. Orr thought some of the local 
measures should be adopted, and as 
Granville wan well known it could be 
mado to answer. 

Mr. Wilson said thu question reminded 
him of tho caao of some French parents 
w||o qu»rro|ed about the natne of their 
iiltjld before it was born, and the judge to 
whiim tho caso was carried suggested that 
they defer their dispute until that im- 
portant event took plaoi\ 

Mr. Grant suggested th&t the name bo 
that of all Indian chief. It sounded 
something liko "Uatormount." 

The. resolution was carried. 

LICENSKS ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie mured that tho report 
of tho Licenses Act Amendment Bill be 
adopted. 

Mr. Ftaybould moved that tho pro- 
visions do not apply to Vancouver 
Island bo added to tho bill. 

Mr. Wilson objected to this legislating 
ona way for the island and another for tho 
mainland. 

hlim. Mr. Sniitho said (hat every soa : 
siuii legislation was inarlo for the island 
that was not put in force on tho mainland, 
for the reason that different circumstances 
prevailed in tho different parts of the 
. province, 

Tho amendmont was carried and ill- 
sorted' in the bill, which was reud a third 
timo and pass,

Mr. Rnyhould asked tho provincial 
secretary vrhon tho report of tho minister 
of mines would bo brought down? 

'Hon.. Mr. Robaon said that press of 
business in tho printing department had 
boon such that it was unable to have tho 
report printed boforo this Into hour.

T1MK.S FOIl ASSIZK COURTS. 

The house went into committee cm tho 
bill regulating limes for holding courts of 



Tho committee reported tho bill com- 
plete with amendments. Read a third 
time and passed. 

CONSTITUTION ACT. 

Tho adjourned debate on the Constitu- 
tion Act was resumed. 

Mr. Grant said that;, no doubt overy 
gentlemen on the Hour of the house recog- 
nized the difficulty in striking a standard 
of representation, so many different 
phases had to be considered. Neither 
jS'uw Westminster nor Oowichan would bo 
entitled to increased representation if ox- 
tent of capital was considered, for neither 
of tliein represented any. great amount. 
Victoria on this head would be entitled 
to increased representation. If tho pro - 
d notion of wealth was considered, Oow- 
ichau would not be entitled. New West- 
minster might be, while (Jassiar would bo 
entitled to much larger representation. If 
extent of territory were taken as a basis, 
then Gassiar would be entitled to u much 
larger representation, for it was twice as 
large as any other district. 

A member- -i lain ! 

Mr. Grant- Yes, it is. If payments 
for taxes were considered thl"l Vale would 
have a much larger representation than 
any other district. From amounts sol 
apart for tho two districts seeking in- 
creased representation, it would be readily 
soon that they were ably and energetically 
represented, and did not require addi 
tional representatives to see that they got 
a fair share. In fact, they had received 
more than a fair share. There was a sum 
nf §>S7,000 distributed more than actual 
revenue derived among favored districts. 
LI o would not say that in tho years to 
coma that tho two districts would not to 
quire additional members. In fact, he 
thought they would, us there was to bo 
another session before the next election. 
[Mr. Allen— Wo don't know that.] He 
thought tt should lie over and allow them 
to look into the matter and consult their 
constituents. He would move in Amend- 
ment that the amendment to tho consti- 
tution bo left over until next session. 

Mr. H'elgesnn in seconding the amend- 
ment, also objected to tho increased repre- 
sentation fur Oowichan. Thu lion, leader 
had referred yesterday in a disrespectful 
way to Esqiiimalt district. That district 
should not be treated that way for in thu 
years gone by when everything else was 
languishing Esquimalt district had paid 
nearly a q tarter of a million into the trea- 
sury which had kept the province alive, 
built rn'a'i.i and bridges, and bought main 
land cattle, and there was every prospect 
that Hlaijuilnalt district in the years to 
come would ho one of tho richest and 
must important districts of tho province. 
They had the dry dock and the railway 
and other advantages. Now Westminster 
disirict was the pot child of the family, 
for it had received generous amounts for 
overy iiwin of improvements, lie thought 
that there whb no reason why the matter 
should bo pushed this session but that it 
would bo better deferred for another. 

On the amendment b'oitig read, 

Mr. iiunsminr said be tliought.it was 
ridiculous to talk about going to their 
constitutents. ■ The government deserved 
credit for bringing the bill in and doing 
justice to the two districts. Thore was no 
doubt that Cowichan was soon going to bo 
a most prosperous disirict aud it was a 
matter of justice in giving them increased 
representation. Tho hou. member from 
Esquimalt deserved no credit for the 
prospority that was sjire to overtake Esqui- 
malt,. for. ho had voted against tho very 
factor of that prosperity. 

Mr. Pooloy was gratified at tho way bis 
lion, colleague had expressed himself. He 
now confessed that the policy of thegoyorn- 
incuthn opposed was-'goihg to tuakn lisqui- 
unlit a most wealthy and prosperous dis- 
trict. After bitter opposition to the Settle- 
ment Bill, it was rofroh-bing to li"ur'tho hou. 
gentleman acknowledge that he was wrong 
in his npposition and now paid a tribute to 
the poliey of the government. New West- 
minster district possessed the greatest vot- 
ing power and was fully i ntitled to addi 
tinnal representation. Cowichan had been 
unfairly treated in tho past, and was entitl- 
ed to the member now proposed to bo given. 
With regard to the amendment ho could not 
seo the wisdom of going to t he constituents. 
Thoy did not propose to take anything from 
the people, and it wasunwisM to disturb the 
balance of power in this bouse. He would 
give his support readily to the measure, for 
he regarded it as n very just one. He was 
surprised at the position several hon. mem- 
bers now took against this question which 
was not interfering with the votiiig power. 
A few days ago they had voted in favor of 
female suffrago which would have watered 
votes H6 per cent. 

3Ir. John thought H would hftve been 
better if tho government had deferred the 
question until another si.'ssion. There had 
boon a feeling in New Westminster district 
for some years that it was entitled to another 
representation, tie thought probably thoy 
wore, but if it was for the purpose of 
according it more money, then there would 
be very little loft for tho other districts. It 
bad been mentioned that a member should 
bo taken from Cariboo, and ho thought the 
development that would take place thore 
very soon would fully entitled it to thu three 
members it now had. He agreed with the 
present measure, and would give it a cordial 
support, for it was but n mere not of justice. 

Mr. Itaybould thought when the bill 
was brought down Nanaiillu would be 
"iveti increased representation. There 
had been a tendency outside to depreciate 
the valuo of Naliaimo — that they were 
a rough, uncouth lot, and not much to be 
regarded. He was Borry that this should 
bo done, f<>r Nanaimo represented more 
than a million in capital and the province 
was immensely benefitted by it. It had 
n vote by roconf registration of over 700 
names. Howovor, he would support this 
present measure and hoped that Nanaimo 
would bo treated with consideration at 
some future date. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie said tho argument for 
delay amounted to depriving people, of 
representation who wero entitled to it. 
Tho' only practical way of consulting a 
constituency on any particular question' 
was at the polls. Delay therefore meant 
denial of pirtitical rights for over five 
years. People wero extremely jealous of 
their right of representation; koepihg it 
from thorn caused irritation, and justly 
bo. If the scheme was right why should 
not ita principle bo at once conceded. 
There could bo no utility in delaying its 
recognition. As often as cases arose he 
should bo prepared to deal wilh them. 
If Kootonay should so fill up as to bo en- 
tjtlod to another member ho should vote 
for it. The groat number of immigrants 



who had cettlod among ua wero entitled 
to representation. He did not agree that 
increased representation meant only finan- 
cial assistance. Tho city of Victoria, 
which had four inembors, required less 
government money than many other 
constituencies becauBO having their own 
taxation they worenbioto help themselves. 
Increased representation meant the right 
of large members of tho community to be 
consultod in shaping the general policy of 
tho country and in its remedial legisla- 
tion. Now Westminster had wonderfully 
increased in population chiefly owint; to 
now settlors. Ho also had Oowichan 
though in a loss dogroe. It was not a 
question of finances. Tho more remote 
the district and the moro it required for 
its development the greater should be tho 
fostering care of the government who felt 
this to be particularly so in his own dis- 
trict and those of Yale and Cariboo. 
Cowichan had boon most unjustly de- 
prived of one of its two members by a 
hostile government. Reference had boon 
made to tho governor's speech buing sil- 
ent on tho subject but the house was not 
limited in its actions to thu contents of 
that document and ho was unaware I hat 
the people wero over consulted at tho 
polls or otherwise about depriving Cow - 
ichan of a member or of giving one to 
Nanaimo and another to Cnssiar or that 
those schemes were over inemtinnod in the 
speech. 

Mr Orr wished to correct a wrong im- 
pression that had no doubt boon made by 
the member for Cassiar and one of the 
members for Nanaimo in comparing the 
experts of New Westminster with their 
respective districts. In New Westmins- 
ter district they had oxportod over a 
million of liah and lumber which could be 
done forever, for the trees could bo 
grown again and thu fish propagated. 
The gold and coal could never bo re- 
placed.

ENGLAND. 
LONDON, March 5. — DisimUiheH were 
handed Gladstone thin afternoon by the 
Russian amUtiKsailor. They was from 
the Russian minister of foreign lUlaits, 
who denies that tho Russian occu pil- 
lion of disputed pnsseH and towns were 
designed to repudiate all derisions of 
I he joint commission on Clio Kusso- Af- 
ghan frontier.

The ausaion camo virtually to an cud 
yeaterday, the Iioubo after an all day Hit- 
ting adjourning until Monday for proro- 
gation. Tho government, which tho op- 
poaition organs at tho opening of tho 
suasion predicted would be defoatod be- 
fore the expiration of a week, grew 
etrongor day by day. Their tactica on the 
squatters' claitna were grand. The post- 
ponement of the matter from day to day 
(which the opposition took for an evidouce 
of weakness) until the crushing evidence 
of Mr. MoTioman had boon prepared for 
launching like an avalanche, was masterly. 
They completely routed their foos and 
left them in a miserable minority at tho 
finish. Every measure that tho govern- 
ment pressed to a vote was pasaed by a 
largo majority.

It 
is not often that tho measures of a gov- 
ernment aro so good aa to excite the ad- 
miration of their opponents. Yet the 
unusual spectacle of the members of an 
opposition, won by tho excellence of the 
ministerial policy, casting to the winds 
thoir leaders and supporting tho govern- 
ment, has boon seen over and over again 
in the present suasion. A great dual of 
useful legislation has been transacted and 
tho members will scatter for their homes 
on Monday, bearing with them the con- 
sciousness of having flono their duty.

Distillers' and Brewers' Com- 
pensation. 

Failure of a Cotton Combina- 
tion. 



Ottawa, March 5. — A resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. rirnnz that the government 
shall compensate brewers and distillers for 
loss sustained by them through the enforce- 
ment of the prohibitory laws, was defeated 
in parliament by thirty-one majority. The 
whole cabinet voted for the resolution ex- 
cept the minister of marine. The Scott 
Act, which prohibits all saloons and hotels 
from selling liquor, has been carried in 
sixty-six counties of the Dominion, and 
those whose business will sutler by its en- 
forcement aro endeavoring to secure indem- 
nity against loss out of the Dominion treas- 
ury, ill which they are supported by the 
Canadian government. 

Halifax, March 5. — The combination of 
Canadian cotton manufacturers has col- 
lapsed, and the outlook for tho cotton in- 
dustry in Canada is darker to-day than it 
has been at any previous period. For two 
years the cotton mills have been running 
at heavy loss. Some mills have used all 
thoir capital, and others are heavily mortg- 
aged to the hanks. To save tho industry 
from further disaster, it was proposed to 
organize a combination of grey nulls to 
limit production and fix minimum prices at 
2% cents a pound, barely covering the cost 
of manufacture, All except three mills 
agreed to this, hut these three have abso- 
lutely refused to accede to the agreement to 
the agreement. The result will be that 
small mills will be swallowed up by larger 
ones, and one of the largest in Canada is 
operated by American capital on the St. 
Croix river, dividing Maine from New 
Brunswick. All the managers of mills in 
the maritime provinces have resigned.

— A short time ayo 
a leading weekly, which is usually ac- 
curate in its statements, asserted that 
Lord Granville had succeeded in solv- 
ing the very difficult question relating 
to the French claims on the west shoro 
of Newfoundland. These claims aro 
based on a strained interpretation put 
by Franco on the treaty by which the 
French possessions in North America 
were ceded to England. The; treaty 
gave the- French the right land and dry 
fish on the west shore of tho island. The 
French claim that the treaty gives them 
the sole right to the privileges in ques- 
tion, and also the sovereignty in tho 
land. The dispute has been the cause 
of many bloody riots. 

This morning the Paris correspon- 
dent of the Times announced that tho 
negotiations between Franco and Eng- 
land had been abandoned. A diligent 
inquiry at all places where information 
would be likely to be had fails to furn- 
ish any basis for tho Times' report.

Ho did not think it 
necessary to go back to his constituents to 
got their consent, for he well know llial 
they desired the representation. Cow 
ichan also was entitled to additional 
representation, and he would have great 
pleasure in giving a hearty support to the 
measure. 

Mr. Mcl.'vso contended that the addi- 
tion would bo a voting power, tho at- 
torney-general to the contrary, and he. 
thought that neither district was sillier- 
iog from want, of representation. Covv- 
ichan district bad been nbly and nobly 
represented by its present member who, 
in season and out of season, in opposition 
or on the luxurious treasury benches had 
always looked most judiciously after his 
c uistitueuts' interests, and he did not 
blame bun for it. If he could be shown 
one instance whore his district was solder- 
ing from lick of representation he would 
be happy to vote for an additional mem- 
ber.

ROAD TOLLS HILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of a bill to roduco the toll on tho 
Cariboo wagon road from i cent per pound 
tu i a cent per pound. The bill only re- 
ferred to the Cariboo wagon road — net to 
Cassiar district am! he hoped that in the 
near future the government would be in 
a position to tako off the tax altogether. 

Air. Galbraith congratulated the at- 
torney -general on the bill, and hoped the 
tax would be abolished altogether. 

Mr. Grant was disappointed that tho 
bill did not apply to Cassiar, which had 
never been a burden to the province. The 
trail there had only cost some §15,000, 
and that sum had been more than re- 
couped by tolls the first year. Cassiar 
had exported during the last year a valua- 
tion of §750,000, fully one- fifth of tlie 
whole exportation of the province, He 
could not see that the tax on a road which 
had cost a million should ho reduced, 
whilst a trail costing only £15,000 should 
be compelled to contribute 1 cent per 
pound toll, 

Mr. Cowan hoped that tho tax would 
bo taken off altogether, for It was wrong 
in principle. 

Mr. spoke ill support of the 

second reading of the bill, and said that 
whilst compelled to do so he regrottod that 
the reduction would relieve Cinnamon ol 
the impost, as he was informed that in 
the upper part of the mainland most of 
the tax was paid by Chinamen. 

Hon. Mr, Suiitlie regretted that the 
government was not iu a position to oil- 
tiroly abolish tho road tolls, for ho fully 
agreed with ftlr. Cowan that the principle 
was wrong. The revenue failed to satisfy 
the claims of hon. members for their re- 
spective districts, nnd if the toll were en- 
tirely abolished, instead of an antici- 
pated surplus, next year there would be a 
largo deficit. The government had rea- 
con to believe that next yoar tho revenue 
would fie materially increased, and he 
hoped that before another Session lie 
would lie in u position to remove the tolls 
Altogether thr illghout tho province. ( I lear, 
bear.) 

Mr. McIiOiiso said that if the govern- 
ment had taken over the contract fur 
keeping the wagon road in repair a very 
considerable saving would have been 
bli'ectod. It was in. I fair that the hard, 
struggling miner of Cariboo should be 
called on to pay the tax. The district 
had always been burdem'il by the Inx, 
and tho question arose whether the tolls 
were constitutional, The act imposing 
one cent per pound had boon declared un- 
constitutional at Ottawa,

Mr. Grant replied that he had not once 
referred to the injustice ul the Into gov- 
ernment and the remarks of tho last 
speaker were uncalled for, 

Hon. Mr. Smtthe said that lllore was so 
little collected at Cassiar that it was not 
worth while tubing oH L a cent. If they 
did the toll would not pay for the collec- 
tion. Thu population in Cassiar was 
gradually decreasing, and during next 
year tho toll would be only §2,000 for 
which tbo collector would be paid £800. 
It was not worth while making two bites 
at a cherry, and next year tlio govern- 
ment hoped to bo able to abolish the toll 
altogether. 

After further debate Air. Grant's 
amendment to roduco tho Cassiar coll 
from one cunt to h a cent was voted out of 
ordor and tho bill was reported com- 
plete.

Bracebuidoe, Ont., Fob. 5. — Jan. 10 
1882, in tho town of Austerlitz, Col" 
•uuibia County, N. Y, Oscar E. Beck- 
with, alias Charles White, murdered 
bis companion and partner and cut tbe 
body into pieces, burning the head and 
limba in a box stove and salting down 
the trunk. Tho remains wsro after 
wards found in tho shanty occupied by 
the deceased and tho prisoner. Detec- 
tive J. J5. Gildorsleeve, of Kinderhook, 
N. Y. followed the criminal to the 
shores of the Pacific, thence through 
Canada along the lino of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, and suceeded in arrest- 
ing him at South Hirer, in the district 
of Parry Sound. 

Montreal, Fch. 2ft. — Further de- 
velopments are coining out in connec- 
tion with tho huge frauds on tho cus- 
toms by Prosseau and Lisabelle. Tbe 
importers who have been victimized de- 
clare that such gross irregularities as 
have been shown to have occurred sys- 
tematically could not have taken place 
without tho connivance of sonic of the 
officials. A largo number of startling 
cases have been brought to the surface. 
Such, for instance, was an invoice of 
floods from New York amounting to 
$1,156, tho (irst (jguro being erased 
The fraud was permitted, although it 
would have been easily discovered if 
the clerk receiving tho duty had cast 
up tho amounts, as there whs no alter- 
nation in tho bod} of the invoice. In 
another instance an invoice of English 
goods valued at ,£15(i sterling was en- 
tered and passed at ,£. r )C sterling by 
resason of the same process as in the 
previous case. These are only samples 
of hundreds of such cases, for which 
eighty importers in this city must pav 
the extra duty which the absconding 
brokers nut in their own pocket. 

This morning on a judgment, of Jnst 
OTIalloran, Q. C, v. the Hon. Bradley 
liarlow for §10,000, the shares of the 
latter in the South-Eastern Pail way, 
amounting to §111,390, of tbe par 
value of iylOO each, were sold at one 
cent and one-quarter of a cent a share, 
realizing the handsome sum of §129.- 
87 J. These shares represent a large ma- 
jority of the stock.

Quebec, Feb. 25. — Private intelli- 
gence received here today announces 
the death of ex-Lieut-Governor Cauch- 
ton by paralysis, at Whitewood near 
Winnipeg. 

Augustine Pois, of Murray Bay, ap- 
peared before the magistrate to-day, 
and gavo bail to appear at the criminal 
assizes in June on a chargo of attempt- 
ing the murder of Malvina Dionne, the 
wife of Soraphine Lajore. 

The Government side of crown tim- 
ber lands to day was almost a complete 
failure. Out of 1,091 square miles in 
the Ottawa district ottered, only four 
lots could be disposed of. All the other 
lots wero withdrawn, there being no 
bids. The sale was very unsatifactory. 

Ottawa, Feb. 24.— Pascal Pourier, 
House of Commons postmaster, has 
been appointed Senator for New Pruns 
wick, to till tho vacancy. Lt is under- 
stood that W. H. Tuck, a prominent 
New Brunswick lawyer, will get the 
vacant judgeship there, caused by the 
death of Judge Weldon. 

Col. Montizambert has returned from 
Ottawa, and ho states that he has been 
made satisfied that an exchange of 
"A" and "B" Patteries will bo made in 
the spring. 

Kingston, Feb, 25.— Dr. Stirling, 
a rising young physician, has given up 
practice and entered into the Salvation 
Army work. 

Norfolk, Feb. 25. — Mary Brandt, 
aged 40, prepared some meat poison for 
rats. She forgot about it and baked it 
into bread, which she ato and died in 
great ago iv. 

Toronto, Feb 25. — Charley Mitch- 
ell, tbe pugilist, at tho request of tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, called at Govern- 
ment House yesterday and spent - a 
couple of hours. Several prominent citi- 
zens wero present. He and Scholes will 
give exhibitions in tho principal cii. : cs 
of the Dominion. 

No tidings of the missing Mr. Rad- 
ford, of Toronto, have yet boon obtain- 
ed. The Buffalo police have traced his 
movements up to 8 o'clock on Thursday 
night, at which timo he was rowed 
across the river from Victoria to Black 
Rock by two men. 

Chatham, Feb. 25. — Baum, the al- 
leged Texan swindler, was brought be- 
fore Judge Bh|] to-day- The prosecu- 
tion preferred eighteen charges — seven- 
teen for forgery and altering mercantile 
paper, and one alleging that Baum d« 
frauded Oliver it Uriggs out of about 
$150,000 by forged bills of lading sign- 
ed by one Easton, He isjalso alleged to 
have burned his own store with the in- 
tention to defraud the insurance com 
.panics. An adjournment to Thursday 
was agreed upon to allow the judge to 
rule upon the point graised by the 
defense. 

Cohocro, Feb. 24. — Polling on the 
Scott Act in this county takes place on 
Thursday. The contest is being vigor- 
ously carried on both sides. Tho muni- 
cipal council passed a resolution against 
the act, owing to the decrease it would 
make in the revenue, which caused 
much commont. 

Belleville, Feb. 25. — Tho Deser- 
onto correspondent of a local paper al-
